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ENGLAND AND GERMANY. 


The opinion seems to be gaining ground in 
most of the capitals of Europe’ that Germany 
has not only reaped no advantage from her 
gratuitously unfriendly attitude towards France 
in relation to Morocco, but has created a 
situation of no small embarrassment for her- 
self. By her action she has once more 
drawn attention to the real motives which 
underlie her policy, and the tortuous me- 
thods by which she endeavours to promote 
it. The German Press campaign, by which 


it waa sought to discredit Bngland’s good 


faith in the eyes of France, was undoubt- 
edly inspired in the traditional German 
style. But France has not been permanently 
misled, and the clumsy attempts of Prince 
Biilow to cast doubts upon. British bona fides, 
and to destroy the entente now happily 
established between the two countries, has 
recoiled upon its author. French opinion is 
beginning to be strongly expressed in regard 
to the stream of unsolicited advice from Cer- 
man newspapers and politicians as to what 
France should,. or should not, do in the 
management of her own affairs, and a very 
important manifestation of French opinion 
has appeared in ths “Echo de Paris.” It is 
from the pen of M. Delafosse, one ot the 
ablest, most respected, and level-headed mem- 
bers of the Chamber of Deputies. Though a 
member of the Conservative “Right,” and its 
foremost spokesman on qaestions of foreign 
policy, he has invariably risen in the discus- 
sion of these matters above mere party con- 
siderations, and is, therefore, justly regarded 
as speaking for France totally irrespective of 
its political groups. The opinions of such a 
man are worthy of careful consideration, and 
the “Echo de Paris” has done a punblic ser- 
vice in making its columns the channel for M. 
Delafosse's remarks on the situation. 

The efforts of Germany have-been directed 
to convince France that for her permanent 
welfare she has no alternative but a Franco- 
German Alliance. M. Delafosse maintains, 
on the contrary, that she has another alter- 


. | native policy, that of a defensive alliance with 


Great Britain. He reminds his countrymen 
that the real reason which has led Ger- 
many to intervene in Morocco, in regard to 
which a year ago she declared she had no 
special interest, has been the rapprochement 
between England and France, and the obvious 
loosening in the bonds of the ‘Triple Alli- 
ance. The Kaiser cannot endure the thought 
that France and England are at one, and he 
desires, at almost any cost, to ensure that 
France shall join his soldiers and sailors 
in the event of that conflict between Eng- 
land and Germany which not a small or 
animportant section of the German nation 
desires ultimately to take place. M. Dela- 
fosse hints his belief that M. Delcassé had 
already, drafted a defensive treaty between 
France aad England, and he is of opinion that 
if such am alliance weré offered to France 
it should be accepted, as.it would be of the 
greatest Value to her in peace or war. He is 
well aware that the policy of England is one 
of non-aggression. We only desire to preserve 
and develop our already enormous Empire, 
and the French know that we are not likely to ° 
go to war, except in the last resort, when our 
honor, our rights, and our interests cannot 
be preserved by any other means. Such a 
policy tly harmonises with that which 
France herself has, with hardly an _ ex- 
ception, pursued for the last five and 
thirty years. -No nation in Europe is 
now more genuinely pacific in its tend- 
encies and aims than France: the dis- 
turbing element is the great military Power 
on the right bank of the Rhine, and the am- 
bitions of its ever-restless Monarch. ‘Thése 
are rapidly becoming a*standing menace to 
the peace of the world, and for Russia, in 
particular, they are inducing some very dis- 
agreeable reflections as to the real value of 
the friendship and advice of Germany. 


THE ESBEKIEH GARDENS. 


Every Tuesday and Friday evening large 
crowds assemble in the Esbekieh Gardens to 
listen to the military band performances. It is 
difficult to calculate the number who attend, 
but probably 4,000 is a fair estimate, 
and it is therefore astonishing that not one © 
policeman is evér to be found on duty in the 
gardens on these occasions. ‘The natural con- 
sequence of the absence of police is a complete - 
want of order, anda gradual diminution of the 
attendance of the better classes. Fightsover the 
possession of chairs are frequent, and it is a 
common sight to see some _ill-mannered indivi- 
dal appropriating three or four chairs on the 
chance of his friends tarning up.Chairs, too, are 
placed anywhere and everywhiere, according as 
to where the individaal may desire to seat him- 
self, with the consequence that those who 
wish to promenade find their way blocked at 
every turn. We should have thought it hard- 
ly necessary for the Press to have to point 
out to the police authorities that wherever a 
crowd of some thousands congregates there 
should bea number of policemen to maintain 
order. Having done so we trust that a suffi- 
cient number of police will in fature be sent 
to the gardens on these mights to keep order, 
and that steps will immiédiately be taken to 
emove all cause for farther complaint.

It is admitted 
that the crew of the “Pobyedonosets,” which 
is the only warship at present off the port, 
has motinied, but it is officially announced 
that the mutineers intend to surrender. The 
British Consul-General has arranged for five 
steamers, of which four are British, to wait off 
the purt, to remove the British and other 
foreigners, if there is any danger.

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“NEDWET EL ASSAL.” 


DANGER TO COTTON CROPS. 


The following note va been issued by the 
Ministry of the Interior :— 

“Serious damage to cotton has occurred in 
past years during the months of August and 
September, especially in Behera Province, 
owing to what is known as the ‘Nedwet el 
Assal.’. In large areas of cotton at Kafr‘el 
Dawar and other marakez, which had escaped 
the worm, and which gave every promise of an 
excellent crop, the leaves suddenly turned 
black, the plants became feeble, and a large 
proportion of the crop was lost. ‘This is attri- 
buted to the “Newdet El Assal,” the expiana- 
tion of which is as follows : 

“At about this period one observes in places 
that the plants are covered with myriads of 
tiny green midges (//emiptera) some with and 
some without wings. These midges (Aphis) 
feed upon the leaves by suction, and this, 
though not sufficient to kill the plants, 
naturally tends to enfeeble them. At the same 
time as they feed they deposit on the leaves a 
sticky kind of honéy dew. In the flood season, 
when the atmosphere is saturated with damp, 
this honey-dew attracts the spores of a certain 
sooty fungus which is carried on the wind, 
and settles wherever this sticky substance ‘is 
found. The effect is immediate, at once the 


pores of the leaves are choked, and the plant 


turns black as stated above. So far, it does 
not seem possible to deal with the fungus, and 
the only thing to do is to grapple with the 
Aphis, as soon as it appears. Accordingly, in 
any district where the ‘Nedwet el Assal’ is 
known a carefal watch should be kept for the 
first appearance of the Aphis or midge. 

“The following system for killing the Aphis 
has been tried with great success. The plants 
are sprayed, with a very fine spraying machine, 
with a mixture made as follows :—} rotl soap, 
1 gallon water, 2 gallons kerosene, and 25 
times the bulk of water. The half rotl soap is 
cut up and boiled in the one gallon of water, 
until completely dissolved ; it is then taken off 
the fire, the two gallons kerosene added, and 
the whole vigorously stirred. This, when cold, 
forms a stock solution, which can be kept in 
bottles ready for use when reqaired. ‘This 
emulsion, having been mixed with 25 times 
the quantity of ordinary water, is put into the 
sprayer, and pumped on to the plants infected 
with the Aphis. As the insects usually fre- 
quent the lower surface of the leaves, they 
should be sprayed thoroughly from below, with 
a final application from above. As it is possible 
that some insects may escape, the plants 
should be examined again two or three days 
after the operation, which should be repeated 
if any live insects are still found. » 

‘The most important point is to ascertain 
the districts in which the ‘Nedwet El Assal’ 
has previously appeared. ‘The Aphis has 
usually been found, so far, on the borders of 
the cotton fields, near drains and- water 
courses, and the plants should be carefully 
examined in such places to see if the pest has 
appeared. If found, spraying should imme- 
diately be commenced, and search made in the 
rest of the field. It is important that the 
spraying should be done in the early morning 
or in the evening. The effect of killing the 
Aphis is that, no honey dew being found, the 
fungi spores find no material to feed on,and die. 

“50 hand pumps (sprayers), specially con- 
structed for throwing a very fine spray in every 
direction, have been ordered by telegraph | yj 
from France, and as soon as these are 
received, they will be issued as required, 
Independently of this, cultivators who have 
reason to fear the ‘Nedwet el Assal’ will do 
well to supply themselves with the necessary 
machines at once, by telegraphing order and 
money to Messrs. Vermorel, Villefranche(Rhone). 
France, for ‘‘Pulverisatear, Eclair No. 1”, price 
(in France), 35 francs. The Daira Draneht 
Pasha, which suffered severely last year, is 
already in possession of some 20 of these 
machines, and special gangs of men are busily 
engaged upon the destruction of the Aphis, in 
anticipation of the appearance of the fungus, 
which may be expected in August. Suitable 
kerosene, which is prefer. ble to pettoleam, can 
be obtained at about L.E. 2 per ton, from 
Messrs. Worms & Co., Shell Transport Line, 
Alexandria. Crude soap refuse, suitable for 
making the emulsion, could be obtained from 
the Egyptian Salt and Soda Company’s factory, 
Kafr el Zayat.

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MODERN MERCHANTS 
OF VENICE. 


The trade and profit of the city 


Consisteth of all nations. 

These words, put by Shakespeare into the 
mouth of Antonio, the “Royal Merchant” of 
Venice, are applicable to the city of the sea 
unto this day. All nations come to Venice to 
enjoy her beauty and her splendour, but the 
Venetians themselves look upon the visitors as 
their legitimate spoil. Hungrier than Shylock, 
they are eternally on the poise for prey. Their 
agents lurk in secret places to pounce on the 
unsuspecting traveller. They cost him more 
than Shylock’s pound of flesh in annoyance, 
anger, and vituperation. = 

In the days of Antonio and Shylock it was 
in the district of the Rialto that the Merchants 
most did congregate. ‘I'o-day it is the square of 
St. Mark that they chiefly haunt. They are as 
ravenous as the pigeons which live in thou, 
sands round the Square, and they are almos® 
as numerous. 

After breakfast you are saantering forta 
from the hotel to do the first duty of the 
stranger in Venice. That is to say, you are 
voing to St. Mark's to feed his feathered 
pensioners. 

A man is standing in one of the narrow 
streets that lead to the Square. He is looking 
anywhere except at you. As you are about to 
pass him he wheels round, puts out an insinua- 
ting hand, and informs you that he is the 
proprietor of a lace factory, and that he will be 
pleased and see if you will condescend to 
come and see his handred girls dettly manufac- 
turing the famous lace. If you go you will be 
ushered into a small room where half a dozen 
women are working, and you will be lucky if 
you escape being made to purchase some lace 
at twice the price at which it could be bought 
in London. 

A few steps further you are hooked by 
another tout. He is the hawk for a firm of 
glass bead makers. ‘I'he factory, he explains, is 


just round the corner. Venice is famous for its 


glass beads, so you follow him. ‘T'he exhibition, 
he explains, is only open that day. By a 
strange coincidence it also happens to be a 
free day. Down narrow ways, under alleys 
and covered courts, past endless turnings he 
leads you—the tactory always being just round 
the next corner. When at last you arrive you 
see the process of bead-making, men and 
women handling heated glass of different 
colours and fashioning thé glowing masses 
skilfully into beads. ‘hen when you wish to 
leave and get to your pigeons in the Square, 
the proprietor or the manager of the place 
takes you in hand. He leads you through 
endless rooms where wares of different kinds 
are displayed. Very careful is he to impress 
npon you the fact that he is not showing you 
these things for the sake of effecting a sale. 
Bot he will hint to your wife that a certain 
set of liqueur glasses are such as could not be 
bought anywhere in the world except in Ve- 
nice, and nowhere in Venice at the price at 
which he is prepared to sell them. 

If you do not want them for yourself, he 
expatiates on their excellence as a wedding 
present for friends. You find what you think a 
good excuse in their brittle nature. He is 
ready for you there. Will he not pack them, 

ost them, and deliver them at your home in 
ater 1 All yon have to do is to write a 
cheque, and you will find them waiting for you 
when you return home after your holiday. 

You tell him frankly that you find them too 
expensive ; he will find that he has made a 
mistake, and that the price is really so much 
less. You still hold out, and as a special con- 
cession he will take another five, ten, or even 
fifteen per cent, off. There is only one way of 
ascape, and that is to tell him honestly and 
firmly that you have no intention of buying 
anything, and then he will look injured, but 
accept the inevitable, and lose no time in 
showing you te the street or to the nearest 
canal. 

So you are in the open again, bat other 
battalions of touts are there waiting for you. 
Mosaic workers, makers of statuary, glass 
manufactarers, acd a dozen other industries 
have their harpies eternally on the prowl. 
Guides infest the approaches to the chief 
buildings about the Square, and they are 
mostly ignorant impostors who know nothing 
about art or history. 

While anxious to get anyone who will pay 
them, they rely for their clients largely on 
German visitors, who are delighted if they are 
led from charch to church and shown every- 
thing painted or not painted by Titian. 

I remember a party of Germans coming 
into the church of the Frari, the Pantheon of 
Venice. They were breathless and excited, 
1c'!swing a guide who indicated this and that 
with his finger, aod then hurried them on 
again. The tomb of the unhappy Doge Fran- 
cesco Foscari is probably the most interesting 
monument in the church, bat the Germans 
were hurried past this withoit a reference 
from the guide, although he led them toa 
picture not ten yards away, shouting the 
magic word “Titzian,” while ev member of 
the party snatched a hasty glance and echoed 
“Ah, Titzian.” Beware, therefore, of the 
modern Merchant of Venice in the guise of 
the guide. 

Beware also of the gondolier. He has been 
captured by the Merchants of Venice. The 
first time you take a gondola the gondolier will 
sggest & promenade on the grand Canal. You, 
of course, approve. Ten minutes after you 
have started you will find the gondola rapidly 
propelled to the side of the canal, where there 
are the showrooms of some Merchant of 
Venice or other. “Nothing to pay,” say 
the gondolier, “everyone visits this gallery.” 
Porters in uniform help you out and yon are 
ushered into showrooms and put through the 
process again. If you prove an easy victim, 
the gondolier will drop you into three or four 
of these ‘galleries’ in the course of two hours’ 
promenade on the canal. But if you are firm, 
fierce, and eloquent his gondola will remain 
in mid-stream, and the Merchants of Venice 
spread their snares in vain. 

_ The explanation of the nuisance of the touts 
is simple. They are well paid by the mer- 
chants to inure travellers to their shops and 
show-rooms. Every gondolier who brings his 
fare to one of these show-rooms receives either 
one or two lire (from 10d. to 1s. 8d.), as well as 
a good commission on whatever purchases are 
made. Even more is paid to the touts of the 
streets and the Square. They receive from 
#8, 6d. to 58., and & commission on purchases, 
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NO THREAT TO INDIA. 


JAPAN CRUSHES RUSSIA’S HOPE 
OF INVASION. 


A correspondent writing from Odessa says:— 

A senior Staff Officer from Tashkend, an old 
acquaintance of former years in the Crimea, 
told me on his arrival here that, since passing 
Titlis, he had been reading several English 
journals and a couple of English political 
magazines, most of which contained articles 
or paragraphs on the subject of a Russian in- 
vasion of India. 

“Well,” I asked, “what do you think of such 
probability ?” “It is all utter nonsense,” my 
friend replied ; “your people themselves have 
created this spectre in Russian Central Asia. 
The Staff at Tashkend have latterly been fitch 
amused by reports, or echoes of reports,coming 
from London to the effect that we were con- 
templating an ‘aggressive diversion’ against 
Afghanistan and the sudden seizare of Herat 
as preliminary to a descent in overwhelming 
force upon India ! A fantastic chimera of your 


Rassophobes. 

“ Where is our overwhelming force to come 
from? Where could we now find five Army 
Corps, the least possible number for such a 
risky campaign? You talk of the Transcaspian 
and Orenburg-Tashkend Railways as two 
immense military arteries through which our 
invading legions are shortly to be poured in 
never-ending streams. One of your so-called 
expert military commeritators, whom I have 
recently been reading, says that the invasion 
of India is the only possible means by which 
Russia can hope to regain her lost prestige. 
That prestige, | may tell you frankly, is an 
utterly lost quantity. We cannot rehabilitate 
it; we must re-create it, and the re-creation 


will be a long process. 
“On the conclusion of thewar Japan will be 


in possession of Sakhalin. A glance at the 
map will show you that the warlike possession 
of that islan constitutes a standing menace 
to our great Amur province. The Japanese 
being alike your defensive and offensive allies, 
is it not morally certain that the instant our 
army in Central Asia assumed a threatening 
attitande towards Afghanistan or India the 
Japanese would simultaneously threaten the 
Amur province, and even the whole of Eastern 
Siberia ? 

“No, you may take my word for it, that 
whatever plans were elaborated previously for 
the invasion of India from Central Asia, the 
unlooked-for result of the gigantic struggle in 
the Far East has dissipated them all. The 
position has been changed, as if by magic, by 
the sudden and amazing rise of the new 
Asiatic Titan.” 
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COTTON MILL BUILDING. 
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At the recent cotton trade congress held in 
Manchester no mention was made of the 
reckless cotton spinning mill building that is 
going on in Lancashire, whi 


sooner or later, 
will bring bad margins to rs. The move., 
ment will indirectly affect international trade 


through a largely increased consumption of raw 
material. Now that the conference is over, 
many connected with our staple industry feel 
that the most burning subject was ignored. It 
is observed that the question ought to have 
been seriously discussed. Undoubtedly it is no 
easy thing to stop the flotation of cotton com- 
panies. Textile machinists, builders, mill 
furnishers, and others all join hands in finding 
themselves work. In a com with £100,000 
registered capital, the issue generally ends 
with £20,000 called up and £80,000 obtained 
on loan at about 34 to 4 per cent. interest. 
Hardly a week passes without mill floaters 
trying their hands at forming a board. The 
craze is spreading in many small towns and 
villages. Last week it was Blackrod, near Chor- 
ley, because Chorley hereelf is building a large 
factory, and so on. The outlook in yarn is poor, 
owing to prospective over-production. 


“HEALTH” AND FICTION. 


What isa “healthy” novel! The question 
becomes of interest in view Of the scheme 
afoot in Vienna for extirpating hooliganism 
by means of innocuous literature, for which 
“large money prizes’ are to be offered. Is 
the “healthy” novel one in which no murder 
is committed, and all the proprieties are 
faithfully observed ? It is not till one comes 
to search for the truly blameless piece of 
fiction that one realises how rare such a 
thing really is. How many of Dickens's 
stories would pass muster? Not “David Cop- 
perfield” or “Bleak House,” and even “Pick- 
wick” has one or two reprobates. Ht argues 
a lack of originality on the part. of the lower 
classes that no bricklayer arraigned for drun- 
kenness has ever pleaded that he was led 
away by the evil example of Mr. Stiggins, 
though scores of boys have cited with success 
the deteriorating influence of Deadwood Dick.

literature, the more one is led to fear that 


S|the novel is in itself a vicious prodact— 


that literature ig only the voice of a morbid 
patient telling about his ailments. As the 
healthy stomach knows nothing of itself, it 
seems to follow that a healthy society would 
not bother itself with social problems— 
could not, indeed, for they would not exist. 
The novels, if any, of that happy ora would 
be as blameless as the multiplication table 


and as tiresome as the common chord. Just |

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HISTORY OF EGYPT. 


nee ance Gemeente 


Professor Flinders Petrie bas been so assi- 
duous in the work of excavation and travel 
that the literary part of his activities must 
necessarily hive been “curtailel of its. fair 
proportion.” Yet there is no denying that 
hard:research among the tombs and sand-drifts 
of a country like Egypt is indispensable to one 
who makes researches among incunabule and 
the crumbling papyri ot European museums ; 
and this is certainly a case where an 
ounce of recent inquiry at first hand is 
worth a ton of stale evidence and staler 
theory accumulated in print. It is therefore 
with gratification that Egyptologists will learn 
that Messrs. Methuen have published the last 
volume in six of the Professor's great “History 
of Egypt from the Earliest Times to the 
Present Day.” As they well know, however, the 
last volume is not the sixth, bat the third, 
and the series has hada gap in it for some 
years, “like an eye-tooth knocked ont,” as Elia 
puta it. The long-expected volume deals with 
the crucial period from the nineteenth to the 
thirtieth dynasties, and the amount of con- 
troversial and indefinite matter to be sifted 
end cleared up more than justifies the delay. 


THE TSAR AND HIS SUBJECTS. 


A few days ago the prospect of constitu- 
tional reform in Russia appeared more than 
hopeful. ‘The Tsar had apparently promised 
the representatives of the Zemstvos that they 
would be called to his councils, and that he 
would govern with their help. Now, all is 
changed. The newspapers have been told 
that they quite misunderstood the Imperial 
words, that they ought not to have done so, 
and, by way of emphasising the reproof, une 
of their number, the “Rus,” has been sus- 
pended for a month. Several newspapers are 
accused of having put an arbitrary meaning 
on His Majesty’s apparently plain utterances, 
‘hey should have recognised that, whatever 
he may have said, or seemed to say, it ought 
to have been understood that he meant his 
promises to be in accordance with “Russia's 
original principles.” “His Majesty's words 
contain not the least indication ot a possi- 
bility of modifying any of the fundamental 
laws of the Empire.” The Press must, there- 
fore, understand for the fature that only the 
Tsar's exact language, as reported in the 
“Official Messenger,” is to be given, “with- 
out additions or abbreviations.” ‘This, at 
least, appears to be intelligible, but what 
does it mean? Apparently that, for the time 
being, at avy rate, the Imperial mind has 
come under hew influences, and that the 
bureaucracy has triumphed again. Of course, 
there may be another change, forthe most 
obvious deduction from what has happened 
is a new démonstration of the utter in- 
stability of the ‘T'sar’s “resolutions from day to 
day. Those who have been fain to hope 
against hope for reforms must be more than 
aver inclined to give up their faith. A ruler 
who cannot be depended upon to remain in 
the same mind for a single week can never in- 
spire confidence even.in the most sanguine of 
his subjects. (“I'he Globe”).

The world has, on the whole, been ran, not by 
men who can go sleepless, but who best could 
sleep at will. Napoleonand Wellington were 
alike in this. The Duke could plan a battle 
upon which the fate of Europe depended, then 
drop down on to a horse-rag and in two 
minutes be fast asleep. Napoleon had reduced 
his sleeping to a system. All the projects 
which excited him he ased in fancy to relegate 
to definite positions in his brain, and as each 
was disposed of for the moment it would be 
shut down and forgotten ; and when he wished 
to sleep he would simply shut down the last 
lid of his mind—and snore. 

It was Cobden’s boast that he could sleep at 
will. Said he : “If I had not had the faculty of 
sleepinglike a dead fish, in five minutes after 
the most exciting mental effort, and with the 
certainty of havingoblivion for six consecutive 
hours, 1 should not have been alive now.” 
Gladstone’s sovereign rules were deliberate 
mastication of his food and “always eight 
hours’ sleep.” So important was this latter 
consideration that he would never compose 
anything after six o’clock at night, as to do so 
would affect his sleep. Some of us would never 
die if granted as liberal an allowance of as- 
sured rest each night. Bright composed his 
speeches in bed ; that tremendous oration with 
“the angel of death” and all complete was 
thought out under his nightcap. Dr. Dollinger, 
cursed by insomnia, learnt by heart three 
books of the Odyssey, when seventy years of 
age, in order to be able to say them over to 
himself in the silent watches of the night. 
Thiers was one of the men to whom muchsleep 
—and no less—meant life. He fell fast asleep 
when discussing with Lord Granville matters 
of vital interest to France during the Franco- 
Prussian war. Granville diplomatically upset 
the fireirons, and negotiations proceeded. 


ITALY AND THE PAPACY. 


The Pope has just issued an encyclical to 
the Italian bishops which will probably have 
a great effect on the politics of the kingdom. 
It was foreshadowed by the action of some 
of the clerical party in the recent elections, 
for it permits strict Roman Catholics to take 
their Share in the political life of the nation. 
But those who take part in public life must 
do so under the guidance of the ecclesiastical 
authorities, which means that the priests are 
once more to mix in politics. The encyclical, 
whether it expressly does so or not, as a 
matter of fact suppresses the “non expedit” by 
which the clericals were forbidden to exercise 
their rights as Italian citizens. At the recent 
general election many of them took part in 
the voting without a protest from the Vatican, 
This encyclical, and the announcement that 
the Pope is about to spend the summer in the 
country, and so abandon the fiction of the 
“Prisoner in the Vatican,” shows that the 
Venetian Pius X. has prevailed over the Car- 
dinals who refused to recognise facts and the 
new order of things. This change of attitude 
will lead to an understanding between the 
Quirinal and the Vatican, and will enable 
the Pope to accept the five millions of francs 
which the Kingdom has undertaken to pay 
him annually. As the French Roman Catho- 
lics will no longer be in a position to send 
money to Rome, this is a consideration not to 
be lightly rejected.
